of John R. Miller & <*o.. of Newark. agalnst the
Amerlcan Toha.vo Company waa glven ln Vlcc-
Chan-ellor Reed'a court at Newark yeaterday, At
the openinn for the defenre Mr. I/ndibury offered
the deposltlon of I.eopold Miller, of I.. Miller &
Sona, No. 51? liroadway, New-York Clty, taken
before a commlssloner In New-York. Mr. McCarter
objected, and a dlsrusslon followed. Miller had
been ralied as a wltneaa by the compla'nanta, and
as hls tes'.lmony wns not sntlsfactory, the rom-
ptalnant'a counsel dld not see nt to Introduce It.
Mr. McCarter aald that tho defence had no more
rlght to the deposltlon than It would have to the
tesHmony of a witness subp.enaed by the com-
plalnants hut not ealled to the stand. Mr. I.lnda-
bury held that a deposltlon. once taken, waa the
property of the Court aad was ompctent evtden .".
The Vlc"-Chancellor allowed the document tn l.e
read. Miller teatlfled that he was a consUnee of
the Amerl.-an Tobacco Compnny because he found
It profltable. He had rontracta wlth pretty nearly
every hli; tobacco concern ln the country, and ite
prollts of hls bu«:ness were the rebates he recelved
fr.m the varlous companies.
